fact, was the carefully worked out ptan 


_ for the invasion of France whith was soon 


carried through to a successful issue. 
Bvery contingency had been provided for 
in the von Moltke plans, which represent- 
ed the careful labor and study of years. 
For every possible move of the French 
army a check had been provided, and it 
was largely due to the patient and thor- 
ough study of the great chief of staff that 
the German operations were so quickly 
and so consistently successful. 


New Von Moltke Commands. 

That was forty-four years ago. Now, 
as tar as may be judged from the broken 
and scattered dispatches which are al- 
leweéd to filter through the censored tele- 
graph wires, history is about to repeat it- 
self in a most remarkable way. 

Now, as then, tt is Count von Moltke— 
son of the great field marshal—who is 
chief of staff of the Germany army. Now, 
as then, the mobilization of the German 
troops has been accompHshed with start- 
ling celerity and already twogreat armies 
—if the dispatches are correct—have been 
thrown acrogs the French border. 

And it would almost appear as if the son 
had simply taken out again his great fa- 
ther’s plan of campaign from its dusty 

. Pieeonhole and was starting the German 
legions on to Paris over almost the same 
routes which their predecessors traveled 
in 1870. 


Luxemburg Again Invaded. 

In 1870 one of the Prussian columns 
marching on Partie was sent through the 
territory of the grand duchy of Luxem- 
burg, the unity state which lies on the 
southern boun ee of Belgium, and the 
neutrality of which was guaranteed in 
1867. both Prussia ard France being 
among the powers which pledged them- 
selves to preserve it. 

Now, as then, the neutrality of Luxem- 
burg was violated for it appears that 
already Luxemburg has been invaded 
by a German army of at least 100.000 
men, marching towards France over 
practically the same route which a Prus- 
stan army followed in 1870. 

It is this invasion of Luxemburg which 
lends point to the inquiry made by the 
British ambassador at Berlin as to wheth- 


' er the German government was prepared 
.'‘ to observe the neutrality of Belgium, and 
- which makes significant the German re- 


fusal to make any answer to the demand. 


It is exactly over this issue that Great 
. Britain may fee) itself forced to take a 
. hand in the great struggle, for by the 
* treaty all the signatory powers bind 


themselves to enforce the neutrality of 
Luxemburg against all comers.

Truly ft would seem that the tall, gaunt 


| old soldier who was the mailed hand of

ing to see-if'his son, now the German 
chief of staff, has inherited the genius of 
his father, that Prussian “ man of iron,” 
of whom it was said that he knew how to 
be siient in seven languages. 


Now Has Enemy in Rear. 

But with all the strange parallels be- 
tween the campaign of 1870 and that 
which has just begun there is one tremen- 
dous difference and one which may well 
prove fatal even to plans prepared by the 
greatest of German strategists. 

In 1870 Prussia and her allied states had 
only one enemy to fight. There was in- 
deed some fear that Austria might give 
aid to Napoleon III., but that was never 
realized. And at worst the elder Von 
Moltke could send his armies forward 
with no danger that his country, stripped 
of troops, would be invaded from the rear. 

Now the son must face—is already fac- 
ing—exactly that contingency. While 
bis armies are pushing forward for the 
invasion of France the Russian forces are 
aiready across the German border to the 
east. The peril which Germany faces 
would seem to be more than doubled. One 
wonders whether the plans in “‘ the upper 
pigeonhole on the right of my desk ” pro- 
vide for .that.

Although it has been estimated that 
the money would be exhausted in a day 
and a half in case of actual war, the fund 
has been reserved for the expenses of a 
quick mobilization of the German army 
to pay for horses and supplies already 
contracted for an emergency.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—From. many 
thousands of good American throats is 
rising a chorus that can be heard dis- 
tinctly above the barking of the dogs of 
war—“ We want to go home!”

ONE TELLS OF FLIGHT 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—An American wom- 
an, Mrs. Barnard Lintott, arrived in Lon- 
don this afternoon from Etaeples, France. 
People are leaving there, she said, and 
being told it is their last chance. 

Every year, Mrs. Limtott sald, there is 
an American colony of artists from Paris 
and America at Etaples end similar colo- 
nies at the picturesque fishing town of 
Picards and at Trepied and near by vil- 
lages among the pines and sand dunes. 

The banks were closing, Mrs. Lintott 
said, and no one would give them silver 
or gold, and changing their 20 france notes 
became difficult. But still these Amer- 
ican artists felt safe, as “ Pere America” 
would look after them. 

“ Then this morning the mayor posted 
a notice that fell like a thunderbolt on the 
American artists that all foreigners resi- 
dent in the town must show their papers 
of identification to the mayor before 6 
o'clock tomorrow or otherwise they 
would be arrested. 


Few Artists Have Passports. 

* But papers of identification and pass- 
ports? None had them. Some had let- 
ters of credit. Others, students from 
Paris in the country for a few weeks, had 
just enough French money for their sum-' 
mer trip. Our crowd hurried on, picking 
up other alarmed foreigners and hoping 
to get to Boulogne by the morning traip 
in time to catch the boat to England. 

“We were told that one train only 
would come through the station before it 
would be entirely closed, and that was 
going to Boulogne within a few hours’ 
time. 

“Mrs. Antonin Sterba, the harpist,; 
whose husband is an- instructor in the 
Art institute of Chicago, went with the 
other artists to the mayor to see what 
could be done. . The mayor said, ‘Bring, 
me what papers you have. If they are 
sufficient and, you can show sufficient; 
money to keep you a fortnight, I will give: 
you'a permit to nemein here sixteen 
days.” 

Other Artists in Peril. 

“Other artists went off to Parisplage 
in the hope of bidding for a few motors 
which might not yet have been conmmnan- 
deered so those who can will escape be- 
fore tomorrow night. The rest will be 
sitting bottled up throughout the district, 
relying entirely om their own resources

A SUGGESTION TO THE BANKERS. 

Why not consolidate our banking position and 
make it impregnable without ~——— for further de- 
velopments ? 

The financial conditions in he United States are 
‘more than sound. They are exceptionally fortunate. 
But Europe is in the crip of a crisis without paral- 
lel in history. We ought to take this frankly into 
account and act coolly, firmly, and promptly, to 
obviate any untoward effects which might weaken 
us or prevent us from taking advantage of our own 
strength. The closing of the stock exchanges was 
wise. The secretary of the treasury has acted with 
commendable promptness under the law to make 
ready for emergency currency and to bring the enor- 
mous resources of the government to bear in case of 
any need. 

Why should not the banks act to supplement these 
wise measures by adopting at once the very suc- 
cessful plan of 1907, suspend specie payment, anJ 
make use of clearing house certificates? 

This would discourage at the beginning any weak- 
ening of our banking resources through untimely 
hoarding by our own people or the drawing out of 
funds by foreigners to be sent abroad. 

The situation is exceptional and common sense 
calls for exceptional measures to bec#re our position 
and to conserve all our strength to take the utmost 
advantage of our exceptional situation. 


THE RATE. DECISION. 

While the Puropean crisis casts too black a shad- 
ow over us to permit any other event to stand out 
against it, the long delayed rate decision should 
have its due attention. The first of its effects will 
be a certain sense of relief that a decision, some 
sort of a decision, Las been declared. It would have 
been better for all parties concerned if it had come 
earlier, especially since it is apparent that the 
present unusual conditions were not allowed to 
affect the decision. The commission undoubtedly has 
been bard at work, and has done the best it could, 
but if it was right—and one member, Commissioner 
Daniels, thinks it was wrong—in making the in- 
quiry so sweeping, it is plain the commission should 
be enlarged or its organization and resources ex- 
panded. There is waste and injustice, to one party 
or the other or to both, in such protracted con- 
sideration of problems in no way out of the expected 
course of the commission's duty. Expedition is 
more necessary in its proceedings than in the courts. 
As to the decision itself, only time can determine 
its value. For the time being the advance allowed

“Our future lies upon 
the seas,” has been a favorite saying of the em- 
peror, his master. If the test of the strength 
and efficiency of the fleet is to come now, Ger- 
many is not ready for it. She has always dis- 
claimed a policy of challenging England's s8u- 
premacy upon the sea. Again and again Von 
Tirpitz has said that the German navy must be so 
strong that any power would have to count the 
consequences of making war upon the fatherland.

The grand admiral always has had in mind 
England as the aggressor, but if the triple alli- 
ance is to be pitted against the triple entente 
on sea as well as on land it is the combined 
fleets of England, France, and Russia that Ger- 
many would have to deal with in the North and 
Baltic seas. She could not reckon upon any as- 
sistance in these waters from her Mediterranean 
allies. The problem for Germany would be not 
only to defend her coast and naval stations on 
the North sea, but to guard her much longer Bal- 
tic littoral from attack by the reorganized Rus- 
sian navy, which, if not strong in dreadnoughts, 
can dispatch from Kronstadt a formidable flotilla 
of destroyers and submarines. 

~~ 

In the first line of battle Germany would be 
much inferior to England and France and hope- 
lessly overmatched in reserve ships if they were 
needed. But a war upon the sea would be sud- 
den and sharp unless the German fleet retired 
to the three harbors of Wilhelmshaven and to 
the naval station of Kiel on the Baltic, to which 
access can always be had from the North sea by 
the Kaiser Wilhelm canal. The outpost of Heli- 
goland has been well fortified, and in its im- 
proved harbor it provides a rendezvous and ref- 
uge for warships, but it would hardly be the in- 
itial policy of the German admiralty to use Hell- 
goland except as a base for torpedo boat attack.

It is now regarded as an axiom that a naval 
campaign would be decided by one great conflict 
between first line of battle ships—that is to Say, 
dreadnoughts. Sir Percy Scott would amend by 
affirming that the torpedo boat flotillas would 
play at least an equal part with the battleships 
and battle cruisers, but this is a point to be set- 
tled in the shock of sea powers of the first rank. 
It is impossible to say exactly how many dread- 
noughts of both classes England, Germany, and 
France have in commission and prepared to enter 
a fleet action at this time.

The pain 
is located in the trunk of the nerve (the rear 
gide of the thigh), and in the skin from the

Baths, massage; electricity, purgatives, light 
diet, rheumatism medicine are good for sci- 
atica, when it is sciatica. 

When a sciatic pain does not yield to these 
simple treatments, the chance is that it is due 
to hip joint disease, or spine disease, or pres- 
sure in the pelvis.

But the fact that the whole country can be put 
at the mercy of two warring factions in an enter- 
prise necessary to the public ought to awaken the 
public to its own perilous defenselessness and bring 
out a demand for measures of protection. 

Men who go into the railroad business, whether 
@s wage earners, clerks, managers, or investors, 
should realize that the enterprise is primarily pub- 
lic and their function public. If they are unwilling 
to subordinate themselves to the public welfare 
in time of need they ought to keep out of the 
enterprise. The interests of the wage earner and 
the investor should be compromised and adjusted 
always by peaceful methods and the law should 
insist upon it. 

The unwillingness of unions, and of employers 
even, to accept compulsory arbitration is natural. 
But it should be overruled in the case of the great 
public utilities. In the case of quasi-public’ enter- 
prises arbitration is the only tolerable mode of 
adjusting the inevitable differences of interest 
among the worker, the investor, and the public. 
And arbitration that may be refused does not pro- 
vide fit protection. When the need of peace is 
greatest, as now, the power of one party or another 
is greatest, and the threat of war most advan- 
tageous. The public should not be left at the 
mercy of masterful self-interest. 


BUSINESS MORALS REVOLUTIONIZED

Germany has neglected torpedo boats, 
had twenty-four submarines at the beginning of 
the year: England had forty-nine torpedo boats 
and seventy-two submarines, while France was 
credited with 189 torpedo boats and seventy-five 
submarines. However the naval resources of 
Germany are compared with those of England 
and France, the conclusion must be that Ger- 
many, although her personnel is well trained, 
would be no match on the sea for the two great 
sea powers of the triple entente. As to Russia 
she must be considered in the reckoning, because 
she possessed at the end of 1913 ninety-three 
destroyers, fourteen torpedo boats, and thirty 
submarines. It may be doubted whether she has 
in commission any of the seven battleships and 
four cruisers of the dreadnought type that were 
ordered in 1910-'11. 
~— 

The fallure of Germany to triumph quickly in 
her land campaign against France and Russia 
(leaving out of consideration the rather dubious 
aid she would receive from Austria and Italy) 
would be disastrous to her as a naval and mer- 
cantile power. If she managed to avoid a de- 
cisive engagement with the British and French 
fleets her overseas commerce would be destroyed 
or crippled, with dire consequences to her de- 
pendent population. But she would probably put 
her navy to the test, as other combatants in- 
ferior in armament always have done in the 
past, relying upon the efficiency of her rank and 
file. It is umnecessary at this time to consider 
the bearing of sea power in the Mediterranean 
upon the issue of a widespread Puropean cwn- 
flict. It is of minor importance. 


New Money in Railroads. 


During the six fiscal years 1908 to 1913, inciu- 
sive, the steam railways of the United States of 
class I invested in their roads and equipment cash 
to the amount of $4,010,385,303. Railways of 
class I, so designated by the interstate commerce 
commission, are those with annual operating reve- 
nues of over $1,000,000. They include about 90 
per cent of the mileage, recelve more than 96 
per cent of the revenues, and handle more than 
98 per cent of the traffic. 

This cash investment of the operating rallways 
of class I of the EHastern district during the six 
years was greater than the amount of capital 
securities issued by them during this period, and 
was 19.9 per cent of the aggregate of their capi- 
tal securities outstanding June 80, 1918; of the 
railways of the same class of the Southern dis- 
trict it was 21.1 per cent, and of the railways 
of the same class of the Western district it was 
23.2 per cent of the aggregate of their capital 
securities outstanding June 30, 1913. That is, 
the cash actually expended by these rallways 
during the last six years upon their properties 
used im transpertation amounts to more than one- 
fifth of their total capitalization at the close of 
the last fiscal year. This is at the rate of $663,- 
397,551 per year. 

These figures are obtained through a compila- 
tion made by the bureau of railway economics 
at Washington from the reports of the railways‘ 
to the interstate commerce commission, and have 
not heretofore been collated. 

Gross capitalization of all the railroads in class 
T in 1913 was $20,000,000,000, but this sum in- 
cludes about $5,000,000,000 of duplication—where

Lord Nunburnholme owes the fortunes 
of his family to his grandfather, ‘Thomas 
Wilson, who in 1835 founded the firm of 
ship owners bearing his name, with one 
small vessel. While in those days the 
dockage of Hull comprised less than 
three acres, today there are 200 acres of 
docks there, most of which, if, indeed, not 
all, owe their existence to the Wilsons, 
whose fleet mumbers oonsiderably over 
100 ocean liners, with a tonnage of over 
250,000. 

Old Thomas Wilson had two sons, 
Charlies, who made his home at Warter 
Priory in Yorkshire, and Arthur, who 
owned Tranby Croft, The latter place 
was the scene of the baccarat scandal 
which created 80 great a sensation twen- 
ty-three years ago, resulting in the so- 
cial extinction of the titled bearer of an 
ancient Scottish name, who was married 
to a wealthy and charming New York 
woman.

It was becanee of this baccarat scandal, 


with which the name of Tranby Croft 
always will be associated, that Charies 
Wilson, who was raised to the peerage as 
Lord Nunburnholme, refused to permit 
cards to be played under his roof at 
Warter Priory, and why he likewise al- 
ways declined to countenance horse ra- 
cing on account of the evils of betting 
and the consequent suffering of wives and 
children. Having more than 10,000 men 
in his employ and the Doncaster race- 
course within easy distance, he spoke 
with knowledge about the matter. 

The late Lord Nunburnholme was so 
much attached to Warter Priory, a coun- 
try seat and estate which he purchased 
from Lord Muncaster, and famous for 
its hospitality and for its shooting, that 
he insisted on being buried, not merely in 
the grounds, but actually within the 
gardens of the priory. 

It is owing to his insistence that he be 
burfed at one particular spot, situated in 
the center of the lawn of the Italian 
garden, that neither his widow nor his 
children can gaze out into the grounds 
from the house without having before 
their eyes the grave of the late peer, 
to whom they were deeply attached. 
Under the circumstances, it is not aston- 
ishing that the present Lord Nunburn-

Then, again, there is the celebrated nat- 
uralist, Chasteg Waterton, who, dying in 
isi, contributed ‘more than any other 
Englishman to make his countrymen and 
kKurope generally acquainted with the 
natural history of the United States and 
Canade. He was buried, according to 
his testamentary directions, between two 
old favorite oak trees in Walton park, 
his ancestral home in Yorkshire. 

The spot was specially consecrated by 
a priest of the Roman Catholic church, 
in which faith Waterton died, declaring 
he would rather run the risk of going to 
hell with Edward the Confessor, the Ven- 
erable Bede, and St. Thomas A Becket 
of Canterbury, than make a daah for 
heaven in company with Henry VIII, 
the Virgin Queen, and Dutch William. 

I also remember reading of the widow 
of a Cromweilian soldier, named Tayior, 
who was buried in the garden of her 
house at Brigg, in Lincoinshire, standing 
upright, side by side with her husband 
and daughter, in like fashion.

On this side of the Atlantic I know of 
but two instances of the kind. The first 
one is in the Westchester country place 
of the widowed Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, who, 
like her husband before her, preserves 
with pious care the little mausoleum 
within her domain containing the re- 
mains of the former owners of the place— 
namely, the Halliday family. There ig 
also in the grounds of one of the finest 
old mansions of Staten island, right under 
the drawing room windows, the tomb of 
the much loved daughter of the proprie- 
tor.

I answer, 
they are. They have granges, Modern 
Woodmen, and a tiptop club for those 
who excel in corn raising. But farmers 
are not selfish enough to fix prices for 
food products. They say to milk dis- 
tributers: ‘‘ We must have one-half what 
the consumer pays.” 

Of the building trades employed in Chi- 
cago, six receive $6 per day. If nonunion 
men are used for any part of the work it 
will be torn out and a strike called by all 
other trades and the nonunion men 
slugged. The price paid sluggers is from 
$10 to $50 if the victim is sent to hospital. 
Let all who are tired of this law and de- 
ecency defying society resolve that after 
July 1, 1915, they will employ no union 
labor or purchase any product of union 
labor, unless nonunion cannot be pro- 
cured, and they, will see the cost of living 
decrease from 20 to 40 per cent within two 
years instead of constantly increasing 
as it now does and will.

RESERVE BOARD AT ONCE 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Spectal.]— 
President Wilson's effort to protect Amer- 
ican commerce, American industries, and 
American individuals from loss or depres- 
gion incident to the Buropean war took 
concrete form today. 


What Wilson May Do. 

Here is what the president has in mind: 

1. To rush inte operation the fed- 
eral reserve board and the twelve re- 
serve district banks to guarantee the 
Safety ef the financial system. 

2. Te sign immediately after ‘its 
passage temerrow the act making 
$500,000,000 additional emergency cur- 
rency available for circulation with- 
eut limitation. 

3%. Te conserve the gold supply of 
this country by every methed within 
his power. 

4. Te avert the threatened western 
railroad strike. 

& Te obtain enough merchant ves- 
sels to carry the foreign commerce 
of the United States. 

6. To enter inte trade agreements 
with foreign countries not involved in 
the war mutually beneficial te them 
and the United States. 

7. Te urge American business men 
and American workmen to co-operate 
heartily during the European crisis. 

& Te put the entire administration 
at the service of business er any 
branch of business which needs its 
help at any time during the progress 
ef the war. 


Active for Entire Country. 

While the president is moving to protect 
American business, he is also looking out 
for the country’s welfare. 

If the commerce of the world is tied up 
there wili be a serious decline in American 
exports and imports, bringing with it inci- 
dentally a tremendous decline in reve- 
nues. 

The president has several echemes in 
mind to meet this situation, though he 
does not care to carry out. any ore of them 
if it is possible to avoid it. 


How He May Get Revenue. 
If the government revenues need as- 
sistance, he can do these things: 


1. Issue $250,000,000 in hends al- 
ready provided for by acts ef con- 
gress for the construction of the 
Panama canal, but never used be- 
cause of the use of the general fund 
for canal purposes. 

2. Urge comgress to pass iegisila- 
tiom increasing the taxes mow levied | 
©n luxuries; placing taxes on com- 
mercial instruments and also levying 
them om amusements. 

3S. Adopt measures just as though 
the United States itself were at war. 


Concerned Over Business. 

The president is more vitally concerned 
6ver the business outlGok than any other 
feature. He has looked longingly for the 
day when the country would entirely re- 
cover from the depression of the last few 
months. Just as this day was dawning, 
in his mind, the European war cloud 
swept up over the horizon and darkened 
the sky more than ever. 

President Wilson is devoting ali of his 
time to the situation. He stands ready 
to give suggestions and readier to receive 
them. 


McAdoo and Bankers Confer. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo had 
a long conference today with New York

Mr. McAdoo had repeatedly laid stress 
upon the ability of the banks and of the 


treasury department to furnish all cur- 


in currency is available, and with the in- 
auguration of the new banking system 
$300,000,000 more now tied up in resources 
will be released. 

Secretary McAdoo indicated his convic- 
tion that the more important problem has 
to do with the international situation and 
the conservation of our gold supply. 

Mr. McAdoo believes a formal request 
for the issuance of a large sum of the 
Aldrich-Vreeland currency will be com- 
municated to the treasury department to 
morrow. In anticipation of this request | 
a shipment of the currency has been sent 
to New York. 


Will Rush Reserve Board. 

The organization of the federal reserve 
board will be rushed to completion. The 
name of Paul M: Warburg will be favor- 
ably presented to the seriate tomorrow. 
President Wilson is expected to nominate 
another man in the place of Thomas D. 
Jones this week. 

The members of the board already con- 
firmed, enough to constitute a quorum 
and to do business, are now in Wash- 
ington. The elections of district direc- 
tors will be announced tomorrow. 

Attorney General McReynolds has been 
asked. by the president if the three mem- 
bers of the board confirmed cannot legally 
transact its business. 

Conferences will be held tomorrow be- 
tween bankers from New York, Chicago, 
and St. Louis and the treasury officials. 
George M. Reynolds and a party of Chi- 
cago and St. Louis bankers will play an 
important part in these meetings. 


Merchant Marine a Puzzle. 

The administration tonight finds itself 
seriously embarrased over the question 
of immediately building up a merchant 
marine to handle American commerce. 
Authorities on international law pointed 
out today that the councils of the nations 
heretofore have foreseen just such a Sit- 


uation as now exists. 

Consequently the most stringent pro- 
visions have been made in international 
agreements to meet like situations. These 
provisions all tend to make emergency 
transfers, such as suggested in the bill 
to be introduced in congress tomorrow, 
impossible by declaring them to be of a 
character which belligerents need not rec- 
ognize. The beiligerents are permitted to 
treat the vessels hastily transferred from 
an enemy’s flag to a neutral flag as stil! 
vessels of their foes. 


U. S. Hobbled by Law. 
The form of law adopted by the United 
States has little to do with the situation, 
according to the international lawyers. 
This is particularly true, inasmuch as the 
United States subecribed to and ratified 
the Geclaration of London, which sets 
forth the above rules. That declaration 
never was formally ratified by all of the 
subscribing powers, but it is believed it 
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of New York deciding to issue clearing 
house certificates, Chicago wounmil have to 
do Mkewise.

Banks Not Embarrassed. 

“ Resolutions were, therefore, passed 
at the meeting to this effect and the prin- 
cipal reserve cities In the Chicago terri- 
tory were advised of the action taken. 

“The banks in Chicago are all in com- 
fortable condition es to their gold re- 
serves, and this action will relieve them 
from the necessity of using actual money 
in the settlements between the banks. At 
the same time, when issued, the Aldrich- 
Vreeland bills will afford a sufficient sup- 
ply of currency for business purposes and 
it probably will be umnecessary to circu- 
late the smal clearing house checks as 
wes done in 1907. 

* All of the leading foreign banks have 
Giscominued specie payments and this 
plan has been adopted as the only pos- 
sible means of preventing further extraor- 
dinary exports of goid from this country. 


Means of Protection.

Williama, controiier of the currency, 
Charies & Hamlin, and William F. G. 
Harding, members of the federal] reserve 
board. 

Many of New York's foremost financters 
attended the conference. They included 
J. P. Morgan and his partner, Henry F. 
Davison; Frank A. Vanderlip, president 
of the National City bank, and A. Barton 
Hepburn, cheirman of the Chase National 
bank. 


Tells What Was Done. 

Secretary McAdoo made a statement 
after the conference. He said: 

** Arrangements were perfected for the 
issuance by New York banks of $100,000,- | 
000 of additional currency, if required, to 
enable them to respond to calls of their 
correspondent banks throughout the 
country for money to meet the demands 
for crop moving and other purposes. 

“It is my intention to permit the issu- 
ance of similar currency to banks in 
other sections of the country upon their 
application to the treasury department 
and their compliance with the provisions 
of the act.”

After Italy; who’ What wiil be the’at- 
titude of Roumania? That formidable 
little power has played a strange part iu 
Buropean diplomacy. The shabby and 
selfish action of Russia in despoiling her 
after the war with Turkey alienated her 
from the Slav empire. For years she was 
a little brother to the triple alliance; !n : 
the recent Ba!kan wars she was regatdecd 
as the agent and instrument of that alli- 
ance, She has since, however, broken 
loose from Austria, and the policy of her 
rulers has been pro-Balkan, and therefore 
pro-Russian, of late. Germany has beer 
anxious to escertain her intentions, but 
she has been in no hurry to proc! ‘aim them 
from the housetops. 

It is still a question what Bulgaria ard 
Greece propose to €o in the situation that 
confronts them, They are not reconciled 
to Servia, but with Russia, her enemy, 
and Germany, her friend, at one another's 
throats, Turkey may attempt to take ad- 
vantage of the mélee with the idea of 
indirectly aiding the kaiser, and in that 
event Greece and Bulgaria could not pos- 
sibty hold aloof. 

Without at this time asking whether 
England can remain neutral, as some of 
her political groups advise, it is eyident 
that the factors are so confused and en- 
tangled that the impartial bystander can- 
not think of the conflict as a trial of 
Strength between Slav and Teuton, or 
between Teuton and Latin.

Russia “Jingoized’’? 

Russia has been tola by her fanatical 
nationalists and jingoes that Germany 
might attack her at any moment, not 
because she has anything Germany cov- 
ets, not because she stands in Germany’s 
way, but because she is getting to be 
too powerful. German militarists have 
been warning their countrymen against 
alleged Russian designs and demanding 
that Germany strike first. But Germany 
has nothing that Russia claims or wants, 
and, while Germany has stood, and still 
stands, in the czar’s way to Constanti- 
nople, no war at this time can raise or 
decide that issuc. 

It is not to be wondered at that any 
nation that can at all contrive to stay 
out of the unintelligible and insane fight 
+ exhausting every means of insuring 
her neutrality. The war that has not 
been entirely and rationally localized, as 
it. might have been had Austria been 
moderate and reasonable, or had Russia 
waited a few days, or had Germany been 
more patient and mobilized as a matter 
of precaution without crossing the Rubi- 
con, the war that is now on can stiil be 
limited; it need not involve the rest of 
Europe. Italy has given an example that 
others may follow. 

The powers that stay out will disap- 
point allies or friends, but they may have 
a great and beneficent part to play in 
the negotiations for peace and compro- 
mise. They may do what Roumania did 
in the Balkan war—intervene and end 
the contest—but as the messengers of 
civilization and culture rather fhan as 
agents of another combination seeking 
selfish gain.

NEUTRAL TRADE SAFE. 


- [BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington. D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.}— 

Chicago exporters of grain, meats, and 
other foodstuffs are deluging the state de- 
partment with inquiries concerning the 
effect of the Baropess war on their for- 
eign trade. 
. They wile to telow purticutacty Whether 
their shipments already in transit and 
contracted for are likely to be captured 
and confiscated as contraband of war by 
either Germany or Ruasia. 

Ip reply, the state department says that 
it Gas not been advised of the issuance of 
@ prociamation defining contraband by 
either Germany or Russia. Therefore, ex- 
porters cannot be informed definitely what 
treatment either of these belligerents 
would accord a shipment of foodstuffs to 
the other country. 

It is expected, however, that each of the 
belligerents will proclaim its definition of 
contraband and its proposed treatment 
thereof. State department officials say 
that these proclamations probably will 
embody the provisions of the declaration 
of London. 


No Peril of Warfare. 

That the United States must become 
involved in the war because of the ship- 
ment of a vast amount of contraband 
from this country to belligerezts is re- 
garded as remote. England’s resentment 
of the shipment of contraband to France 
was one of the causes of the war of 1812. 
But the laws of the treatment of contra- 
band now are on a higher plane than they 
were 100 years ago. 

So long as the American government re- 
mains neutral, the United States cannot 
justly be assailed because of the ship- 
ment of contraband by her citizens in 
accordance with international law. 

American exporters need not fear the 
interruption of their trade with neutral 
nations by any of the belligerents so long 
as the cargoes are carried in neutral 
ships. As neutrals American exporters 
also are guaranteed the right under in- 
ternational law to ship goods to the bel- 
ligerents, although if the cargoes are con- 
traband of war they will do soat the peril 
of seizure of the shipments by the enemy. 


_ Acts Approved by Declaration. 
The Hague conference approves the 


following acts by neutrals: 
“Supplies furnished or loans made to 


- ome of the belligerents provided that the 


person who furnishes the supplies or who 
makes trade loans lives neither in the ter- 
ritory of the other party nor in the terri- 
tory occupied by him, and that the sup- 
plies do not come from these territories.” 

The articles comprising absolute con- 
traband, consisting of munitions of war, 
and conditional contraband, consisting of 


. foodstuffs, clothing, etc., as enumerated 


in the declaration of London, were pub- 
ished by THE TRIBUNE last Saturday. 


Ships Found in Transit. 

For the information of exporters whose 
cargoes are in transit it may be stated the 
declaration provides: 

“If a vessel is encountered at sea while 
unaware of the outbreak of hostilities, or 
of the declaration of contraband which 
applies to her cargo, the contraband can- 
not be condemned except on payment of 
compensation."

WITHDRAWALS OF SHIPS 
HALT AMERICAN EXPORTS. 


British Steamers Recalled and Or- 
dered to Colonial Ports for Use in 
War. 


New York, Aug. 2.—Further withdraw- 
als of vessels from the transatlantic end 
other freight services today added to the 
difficulties of the export blockade already 
threatening American trade onaccount of 
the war. 

It became known that British mercan- 
tile firms owning steamships which might 
have been rechartered have recalled them 
by cable messages sent here, ordering 
the captains to proceed under instructions 
to specified ports in the British colonies. 
These vessels probably will be chartered 
by the British government for carrying 
food and for transport duty from thecolo- 


nies, Australia, and the far east, if Eng- 
land goes to war. 

The transatlantic lanes would be kept 
open by the British navy, it was under- 
stood among steamship men, and some of 
the passenger services would be main- 
tained. The ships of a long list of British 
lines, however, are likely to be comman- 
deered by their government as armed 
cruisers and transports. 

Following the cancellation of the pas- 
senger and freight services of the Ham- 
burg-American and the North German 
Lioyd lines, the latter have notified ship- 
pers that they cannot assume responsibil- 
ity at the present time for return or stor- 
age of shipments and that their owners 
must take their own course about them. 

Official confirmation is lacking of the 
report that the merchantmen of the 
French transatlantic line have been draft- 
ed inte their government's service. Ofi- 
cials of the line have not received orders 
respecting sailing from New York and 
other ports on this side of the Atlantic, 
they say. La Provence has been held at 
Havre. 

The railroads have sent orders to stop 
freight outside of the metropolis and at 
intermediate points, as near the point of 
shipment as possible. Demurrage charges,

merce commission wipes out the bulk of 
the 250,000 schedules which were filed 
by the railroads in official classification 
territory as a besis for their application 
for a 5 per cent increase in freight ratea, 
it will be possible for the thirty-five rail- 


road systems operating in Central Freight 
association territory to increase their 
intraterritorial class retes in thirty days. 

The full benefit of the increased freight 
revenue which is allowed to Ocntrel 
Freight association rafrroade probably 
will not be obtainabie for several months, 
as the commission has expressly ordered 
a thorough overhauling of the rate struc- 
ture. Certain of the commodity rates 
filed by the carriers aggregated much 
more than a 5 per cent advance, and 
these were disallowed. 


C. F. A. Territory Described. 

Central Freight association territory 
embraces the area between the Mississip- 
pi river from a point almost directly west 
of Chicago on the north and Cairo on the 
south to a line drawn from Buffalo 
through Pittsburgh and Cnarleston to 
the Ohio river on the east, and there is 
a loop extending from Chicago up around 
the head of Lake Michigan and down 
Lake Huron to Detroit, and across Lake 
Erie from Toledo to Buffalo. 

All the great trunk lines other than the 
anthracite coal carriers have a large 
mileage in this territory. Of the 12,700 
miles of the New York Central system 
8,900 are in this territory. The Pennsy!l- 
vania operates a total of 11,200 miles, of 
which 4,800 are m Central Freight asso- 
clation territory. 

More than one-half of the Baltimore & 
Ohio, one-thid of the Erie, one-tenth of 
thé Chesapeake and Ohio, and the same 
proportion of the Norfolk and Western 
mileage is in this territory. 


Split in Commission Disappoints. 

While it is thought In some quarters 
that the prestige of the interstate com- 
merce commission will be greatly en- 
hanced by this decision in which the 
economics of American railroading are 
so thoroughly discussed, it is a distinct 
disappointment in other quarters that the 
opinion was not unaTemous. 

Although Commrssioners Daniels and 
McChord based their dissenting opinions 
on practically the same grounds, the for- 
mer did an almost unprecedented thing 
in arraigning and condemning the ma- 
jority for the scope of the inquiry, the 
unnécessary delay in handing down the 
decision, and for their conclusions. 

Although Commissioner Waniels was 
not a member of the commisison during 
the time this investigation was in 
progress and did not hear any of the tes- 
timony, he nevertheless critiaised the 
majority of the commission frost se- 
verely for their methods itn conducting 
the inquiry, and in his own report gives 
precedence to;the statements of facts 
which the majority members cast aside 
as unwarrantable.

Chicago Irishmen Wear Pa- 
triotic Emblems at 
Recruit Meeting. 


URGE WAR FOR LIBERTY 


The Clan-na-Gael Guards, the United 
Irish societies, the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernmians and the Associated Gaelic clubs, 
working in harmony for the first time 
since the Cronin murder, recruited one 
thousand men and raised $10,000 to equip 
them with guns and send them to Ireland 
to fight for home rule at a mobilization 
meeting yesterday afternoon in Emmet 
Memorial hall. 

There were more than 5,000 men pres- 
ent. The crowd overflowed on to the side- 
walk, where impromptu patriotsand ora- 
tors addressed them. Irish flags, pen- 
nants, ribbone and badges were sported 
everywhere. 

Colonel J. J. Reilly of the Guards in- 
structed the recruiting officers to place 
a white cap upon the head of each Volun- 
teer. There was a drill on the street after 
the meeting, with bands playing and ban- 

waving. 


Urges War on England. 

Frank Comerford caused the big audi- 
ence to cheer for twe minutes when he 
ghouted “the green fields of Ireland 
would.turn red with blood rather than 
turn orange in sutrender.”

*“ The interne’s story is most interesting 
to science,” said Dr. George H. Simmons, 
editor of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, the foremost medi- 
cal publication in the country. >“ I know 
of no such case on record. It is possible 
for the heart to beat a short time after 
apparent death, however, in case of trau- 
matic mjury to the lungs.” 

Dr. Charies O’Byrne concurred in this 
statement, and other physicians added 
that scientists would be eager to hear de- 
tails of the case and make investigations .

HE new boiling onion is one of the 
particular treasures of the year, a 
treasure of sweetness and soothing 
savoriness. It is as white as snow 
wnen cooked, or should be. The 
water-soaked, grayish boiled onion is an 
abomination which tells a story of'the 
wrong or dirty looking vessel and care- 
leesness all around. | 

It takes but ten or fifteen minutes to 
cook the smaller sized new onions in a 
closed vessel, and they are delicious if 
served witb no other seasoning than but- 
ter, and are wholly without arrogant 
flavor or odor. 

Though they are so excellent and grati- 
fying in the vegetable course, it is worth 
while to boil the onions just for salad 
use. A fine plateof salad of half bleached 
lettuce leaves is handsome, decorated 
with a dozen little boiled onions, and tho 
cooked onions are good even with French 
dressing.
